t-nng, Vfho S»ys "Don't Do It." 


Your quotation from Andrew Lang's 


essay in Longman's Magazine hpaded 
"Don't Marry Literary Men," draws 
forth a few remarks from me, as I fear 
there are many young women who will 
look upon such penny scrap writings in a 
serious light 


In the lirst place women .should know 


enough to attend and conduct their own 
business undirected and unmolested by 
men.- Secondly, lovesfor a man dpps not 
necessarily ineau-that each' and every' 
minute of the husband's time should be 
devoted in listening to what his wife haa 
to'Bay. 


There come moments when woman 


wants soli t ado, time to think and delib- 
erate. And every woman who is intel- 
ligent enough to think and act independ- 
ently knows very well that every man 
must do the samo thing. 


Mr. Lang is mistaken when he thinks 


it only misery to live with a literary 
man. Forsooth, even were it so, I would 
rather by far have an intelligent person 
about me, moods ond all (not moaning 
that all litterateurs are intelligent), than 
to have the constant company of a per- 
son who ia led by the nose like a blind 
mule in a salt mine. 


Then, too, Mr. Lang, if he is really 


studious, must know that woman today 
is also deeply interested and moved by 
some of the horrible and shocking doings 
of society, which are apt to make the 
most intelligent of them moody also. 
Tho average young woman imagined (a 
thought rnt forth in dime novels nnd 
other sue I literature) that "his thoughts 
must be her thoughts."

The trouble is that young people jump 


into matrimony without tho slightest

In fact, the average young per- 


son is so mentally weakened by indus- 
ti'lal vrommect that mental prepara- 
tions to marriage are altogether strange 
to them. 


The real science of u married life is 


tho preparation for it. Mentally, there 
is no such thing as a "woman's sphere" 
or "man's sphere in lite." What is'rigb.1 
for a man to know is equally right for a 
woman to know, and vice versa. And 1 
venture to say that the average woman 
will never be free, mentally and physi- 
cally, before she discovers this unde- 
niable fact. 


Conditions of today, seriously consid- 


ered, no man will ever liberate woman 
nor can woman liberate man. Each per- 
son, 
with a kindly feeling and consid- 


eration for the rights of all others, must 
pursue a course of self thought and 
study, individual culture and personal 
purity. It will be only when tho world 
becomes, through this process of self ed- 
ucation and self refinement, more en- 
lightened, or at least civilized, that the 
average marriage will bo a thoroughly 
happy one, intellectually honest and 
physically pure, whether husbands are 
bricklayers, doctors, clerks, barristers, 
litterateurs or what not.—Elenor Metz 
in New York Sun.

McKINlVEY 
ON SILVER. 


lu the debate between Campbell and 


McKmley, the candidates of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties for Gov- 
ernor of Ohio, Major McKitley defined 
his position and thaf of his party on the 
silver question. 
His language, Jaccord- 


ing to the San Francisco Chronicle, the 
lending Republican paper of Ihu Pacific 
Coast, was as follows : 


"The Major said he proposed to speak 


on the questions of silver and taxation. 
On the former, the Democratic platform 
has declared for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, coined as freely as gold 
is now coined, and upon the ratio now 
fixed. The Republican party stands op- 
posed to that, insisting that it can not be 
safely done until the great commercial 
nations shall have fixed the ratio between 
gold and silver. 


"The Republican party stands for a 


dollar worth one hundred cents whether 
it be gold or silver or paper, and ap 
proves of tho legislation of the last Con- 
gress. 
The difference between what the 


Government paid for the silver and the 
face value of silver dollars issued has 
amounted in twelve years to $07,000,000 
which went to tho benefit of the people. 
A free and unlimited coinage would give 
that profit to the silver producers. 


"You can buy to-day the 371>4 grains 


of pure silver, whicn constitutes a silver 
dollar, for seventy-six cents. Free coin- 
age would invite the silver producers of 
the world to bring their seventy-six 
cents' worth to the mints of the United 
States to be coined into dollars, the Gov- 
ernment by its fiat compelling the people 
to take it foj: one hundred cents. 


"The Republican party says if there's 


to be any profit in this matter of money 
making, it should go to the Government. 
We want no short dollar. There's a gen- 
eral notion that if we had free and unlim 
itcd coiaage we 
\vonld 
have 
more 


money. 
Instead we would have less, for 


every dollar worth one hundred cents 
would go out of circulation at the ap 
poarance of a silver clollni worth but 
seventy-six cents." 


That is Republican doctriue in every 


State in which the party has held a con- 
vention this year, savo and except Col 
oi-iulo, where the Republicans stand will 
tho Democrats for free coinage. 


As tho observing reader will notice, the 


Major is illogical. 
He says svith free 


coinage, instead of having more.money 
we would have less, for every dollar 
worth one hundred cents would go out of 
circulation at the appearance of a silver 
dollar worth seventy-six cents, ytt lie 
tells US, anO H Is it fact, thai to-tiny you 
can buy 371J4 grains of pure silver, 
which constitutes a silver dollar, for 
seventy-six cents. 
The very dollar that 


he fears would drive gold out of circula- 
tion is being coined to-day and circulates 
side by side with the gold dollar, the 
only trouble with a Urge majority of the 
people being that they cannot procure 
enough of such dollars. 


Here is this apostle of protection to 


increase the wages of workiugvnen, tho 
man who tries to build up a (in plate in- 
dustry for the benefit of manufacturers 
upon the pretext that it will give employ- 
ment to several thousand operatives, 
gloating over the infamous demonetiza- 
tion Act, though it has robbed the miners 
of $07,000,000 and thrown more men out 
of employment than all tho tin plate 
manufactories in Wales employes. 
The 


Republican party says if there is any 
profit to be made out of the mints it 
should go to the Government. 
This 


party, which, while telling us that for- 
eign producers, not American consumers, 
pay the tax ou imports, puts sugar on 
the free list aud pays a bounty of two 
cents per pound to home sugar produc- 
ers, and discriminates against the silver 
miner, taxing him on his machinery nud 
mining implements for the 
benefit of 


iron miners; taxing him on everything, 
except bread aud beef, for the benefit of 
some monopoly, and declaring that the 
mints, which should be run for the pub- 
lic, shall not coin his product. 
It dis- 


criminates agaiust him iu every conceiv- 
able way at the bidding of London and 
Wall street bankers and brokers, and the 
miner not only quietly submits to this 
treatment, but appioves it nt the polls 
by voting for those who aie responsible 
for it. 


Why is it that Republican silver cham- 


pions, such as Senators Jones and Stew- 
art of Nevada, an'l Senators Teller and 
Wolcott of Colorado do not refute the 
illogical assertions of McKinley and re- 
nounce their allegiance to tho party of 
which he is the acknowledged Itiuln, 
and of whose principles he is the reco^- 
ni/ed exponent.

Oriental New*.

HONO Kow, China, September 10.— 


The steamer Faohva Arrived here to-day 
with the Ichang refugees, twenty in all, all 
ot whom lost every thing except the clothes 
they wore at the beginning of the outbreak. 
Several bore marks of serious violence. 
The riot took place at broad noonday with- 
out warning or provocation. It was carried 
out by a handful of men, evidently acting 
under orders, in the presence ot a number 
ot Chinese officials who knew every one ot 
the riotew. 
Their mission ot destruction 


was carried out with the utmost speed. 
That no livea were lost was almost a matter 
of luck. 
The Scotch missionaries owed 


escape to the fact that they bad gone boat- 
ing on the river at the time of the outbreak. 
They hurried back and were just iu time 
to rescue several mission infant children 
and escape when the mob arrived. The 
Roman Catholic Bisters were burled over a 
steep bank into the river, where they were 
stoned, and several severely hurt. They 
were rescued by the Paohna. 
As in for- 


mer oases, the telegraph clerks refused to 
sead on news. 
A full dispatch to the 


Daily News at Shanghai was refused with 
out excuse on the day of the riot, and all 
foreign messages the day after. 
On the 


third day, when all possible damage had 
been done, the military mounted guard 
over the blackened ruins.

deotly, was merely a subterfuge,ia order to 
give a shadow of excuse for the outbreak 
The evidences that it was directed and car 
ried out by the soldiers are only too nu 
meroas. The Chinese Brigadier Genera 
at Ichang is a great friend of the foreign 
era, but be was helpless. In his presence 
an order evidently oaine to his Hunan sol 
diers to destroy all the foreign property 
they could on that day. 
Where no gun 


boat can go, the position of foreigners un 
less in numbers, ia very insecure. 
When 


the soldiers get orders from tbelr secre 
leaders at Ichang, they care nothing fo 
their officers. 
Tha Central Goveiunient i 


powerless for it has Hunan officials every 
where and the troops everywhere are Hu 
nan. men, except Li Hung Chang's disci 
plined force. To order him to suppres 
the Hunaos with these men ia to start a 
civil war. 
The situation is very critica 


and the only dolution is for the foreign 
force to overcome the Hanaos with a loci 
connivance of the Chinese Government 
There will be no security for foreign life o 
property in China unless the rebellion 
Hunaneue are suppressed by force.
